Washington, Dec. 14.—Declaring that 
In design the bessel* In battleship fleet 
the space and weight assigned to am­ 
munition has been so restricted that 
ammunition on board under certain 
conditions of battle would be expended 
In less than an hour, Rear Admiral N. 
E. Mason, chief of tho bureau of ord­ 
nance, in his annual report urges the 
building of two vessels of considerable 
8lj,0_ one on the Atlantic and one on 
the Pacific coast—devoted exclusively 
to carriage of ammunition, 
and 
he 
states that ultimately there should be 
one of these vessels with each fleet. 
They should be so fitted with appli­ 
ances for assembling 
and 
breaking 
down ammunition 
that 
they 
might 
serve to aB great a degree as possible 
as floating magazines. 
The lessons drawn from the war with 
Spain, Admiral Mason says, led him 
to also recommend the equipping of an 
auxillary vessel for use as a machine 
shop and store vessel with each fleet. 
In explaining his estimates for con­ 
siderable increased appropriation for 
target practice, Admiral Mason says, 
there will be an 
Increase of thirty- 
eight vessels over the past fiscal year. 
A marked departure from all previ 
ous designs, Admiral Mason says, is 
represented 
in 
turret 
mounts 
for 
twelve-inch guns of the South Carolina 
and Michigan, which, it is stated, will 
operate to increase rapidity of fire. A 
new type of turret sight has also been 
developed for Installation on these two 
ships. 
On the subject of armor It Is stated 
the standard of quality required by the 
bureau is still met In most satisfac­ 
tory manner, while experiments with 
high 
explosives, 
such 
as 
bursting 
charges for shells, have progressed suf­ 
ficiently to justify the expectation that 
such explosives can be adopted in the 
near future.
